FAA hos requested 
maximum porticipation of the CAP 
airbarne capability in twenty-two 
wings.

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ALMOST A TRAGEDY 
Wednesday, 26 August, will long 
be remembered. This was the day 
Cleo chose to bear down on Florida 
and begin what was a three day 
strike at the east coast of our state 
inflicting what some experts feel 
will be in excess of 100 million dol- 
lars damage as it made its way up 
the coost past Jacksonville. 

Needless to say, we were ready. 
Some two days before Cleo hit in 
South Florida, the wing was slowly 
placedon alert status by the Oper- 
ations section as various units under 
the task Force system came into the 
path of the storm. A mission num- 
ber was secured from the 3rd Res- du Pont 
erve Region under the domestic emergency plan and we were In busi- 
ness. When the storm actually hit, we were prepared. Hundreds of 
Channel 7 and Channel 3 as wel! as 26.62 stations went on the air. 
Many of these stations went off the air only when the power source 
quit about 4 in the morning. Still others went on thelr own emer- 
gency power, and some members went out to their cars in the winds 
in excess of !00 MPH to go moblle after they had lost their house 
power. The CD stations were manned by CAP members. Hospitals 
had their blood supply increased by mobile units that braved water 
and danger to move supplies. Emergency power unlts were transpor- 
ted and set up in locations for hospitals throughout the state. 

Obtaining an exact report on what the wing did to assist during 
the disaster is difficult at this early date, but estimates run as high 
as 80 units involved totalling more than 1900 people on the alert and 
actually taking part in relief work. 

The outstanding fact about the hurricane Cleo and its path across 
Flarida is not so much what CAP actually did in the wee hours of 
the morning os it passed, but rather what CAP could have done if we 
had been needed in all parts of the state as the storm moved North. 
In retrospect, we have tried to determine what our capabillty would 
have been hod we been needed further, and the results would have 
been most impressive. 

Our Operations section feels that we were only used about 15% 
of ourcapacity since the storm although most damage was relatively 
light in the amount of accompanying rain and the long advance no- 
tice that was received, 

Thisalert statusthat the wingretained was the largest effort per- 
haps, that has ever taken place in the wing in recent years. Never 
have | seen the spirit of cooperation higher nor the results better in 
such a short period of time. 

Anyone seeing the results of the CAP activities in and around 
the time of Cleo could not help but be most proud of our units and 
personnel.

The arrival at Birmingham was 
the first of many never-to-be-for- 
gotten experiences for cadettes 
Connie Krystra, Toni Bycolo, Judy 
Turner, Sharron Kirby, Joyce Car- 
ruba and Becky Montgomery. 

As the aircraft circled to land 
six sets of noses were pressed tight 
against the windows for o better 
glimpse of the “mountains"... for 
most of these girls had never seen 
anything higher than a sand dune 
at) the ocean's edge. Waiting to 
meet (and greet) us were Colonel 
Hayes and Colonel Lewis of the 
Alabama Wing, and Lt .Frieda John- 
son, our hostess. 

The afternoon was spent getting 
settledat the motel, inspecting the 
Wing Headquarters, and sightsee~ 
ing, marveling at the rolling coun- 
try, colorful landscapes and gaping 
at "VALCAN", (the Iron Man vis- 
able from every corner of Birming- 
ham,)} who's tight burns blood red

The evening brought another 
brand new experience to many of 
the girls... dinner, consisting of 
Chinese food, with chop sticks.. 
it was a tough fight for many but 
none of the girls 'chickened out’ 
to knives and forks. 

Thursday morning breakfast was 
heldcofeteria style in a restdurant 
five stories high. Every floor had 
tables, but. you had to go down to 
the main floor to pay the check. 

A flat tire delayed our arriva! 
ot Gunter AFB, in Montgomery. 
Here we saw how the Medics turn 
mere airmen into expert coremen. 
The training equipment was out- 
standing. There was an actual 
mock-up of a field hospital com- 
plete in every detail - and they 
even had a 'dummy' so real that 
it blead on demand! 

We had lunch at Gunter, our 
flat fixed at Moxwell AFB, and re- 
turned to Birmingham, tired, sleepy 
but hoppy . 

Jackets and shorts were uniform 
of the day. Friday. when our pil- 


CO station. 

After arriving we were led to 
the conclusion that things were 
fairly quiet for the time being, so 
from there we were directed tothe 
county Red Cross Station. 

We were immediately put on 
standby vehicle alert in co-ordin - 
ation with the other cor already 
in use. Our mission, we discov- 
ered, was to work in conjunction 
with the hurricane shelter areas. 

Through the treacherous night 
we made our runs from shelter to 
shelter. We traveled in pairs... 
Chris Carpenter, C2/Lt., with the 
Red Cross volunteer Mike, and 
C/B Charles Gayle with me. This 
was for three reasons. 1. In case 
the driver should get injured, the 
other would drive. 2. To help the 
driver to see where he was going, 
and 3. To boost the driver's mor- 
ale, which was rather low under 
such driving conditions. On many 
occasions, this wasthe scene:both 
driver and assistant with their heads 
forward, wet from their trips out- 
side staring into the lashing rain. 
The 120 mph winds and rain made 
visibility about 5-8 feet. Our big- 
gest fears, however, were center- 
edaround the whipping practically 
invisible telephone wires that gen- 
erated electricity wherever they 
lashed. To top it off, on a few of 
the emergency cases which meant 


almost every run, it was necessary 
to average 45-55 mph. 


We were quite busy from 8pm 
to 2am, then we were 'grounded' 
because of excessive broken tele- 
phone !Ines in the area. 

We sat down, waited,and liv- 
ed on coffee. It was dul! compar- 
edto what we had been doing, but 
smashedw indows whichwe hurried 
to repair livened things upo little. 

We listened to some of the in- 
teresting phone calls such as one 
who asked ts to come to fix her 
storm shutters. More serious colls, 
women alonewith their roofs com- 
ming off, women needing transpor- 
tation to shelters because windows 
were shattering (we didn't go out 
on any of these cases since they 
weren't severe enough to risk our 
lives). 

At 4 o'clock we received a 
call saying we were to pick up 
four aids and transport them to a 
clinic. W knew we were going 
to have a 20 minute calm in the 
storm so both cars dashed out to 
pick up two passengers each. .It 
was our first glimpse of the city and 
we were shocked at the sight. Cleo 
had taken quite a bit of Ft. Laud- 
erdale with herl After alot of 
tree and wire jumping we deliver- 
ed the aids and.made it back to 
the station just in time. 

When things died down about 
10 am, we took some of the stil! 
stranded citizens home from the 
shelters, Returning from one such 
trip CS/Sgt. Rounds ond his cadet 
crew spotted us and volunteered as 
replacements. 

After being relieved of ou: 16 
hour duty we went home. !t may 
have been only l6 hours but each 
of us could show you threeegray 
hairs for each hour of that duty.
